TO THEOFEN PLANTS 


Drop to 518,000 Tons, or 84.G Per Cent 


of Capacity Daring the Week 


Ended Jannury i. 


Necessary 
repairs to by-product 


plants during the week of January 4, 
says the report of the United States 
Geological Survey, caused production 
of by-product coke to decrease approx- 
imately 14,700 net tons compared with 
the week ended December 28. 
The 


current week's production, however, 
was tar in excess of the production 
during -the corresponding week in 
1918, 
the increase amounting 'to ap- 


proximately 162,000 net tons, or 42 
per cent. 


Tho plants of the country were oper- 


ated at 84.6 -per cent of their lull dmo 
during tbe week ended January 4, pro- 
ducing 548,615 tons, or 100,000 was 
leas than full capacity. Out of total 
losses of 15.5 per cent, 9.1 per cent 
was attributed to repairs to plants, 3.2 
per cent to lack of'market and 2.5 to 
other causes. During the week of 
January 4, 1918, the by-product ovens 
of the country were operated at 80.4 
per cent of their full time and were 
limited in their operation at that time 
mainly by lack of by-product coal of 
which today there is practically no 
shortage. 


Considerable fluctuation in operat- 


ing conditions occurred during tbe 
week in Alabama and Maryland. 


Tho production of beahivo coke in 


the United States for the week ended 
January 4 is estimated at 496,000 net 
tons as compared with 440,000 net 
tons during Christmas week. The cur- 
rent week's production while, an in- 
crease over the weok preceding, fell 
72,000 net tons, or approximately 13 
per cenl, below production of the cor- 
responding week of last year.
